CYPRUS IN SECURITY COUNCIL - 

UK/ERENCH EFEORTS TO DRAFT RES ACCEPTABLE TO SC MEMBERS AND 
CYPRUS PARTIES WERE COMPLICATED FEB. 26 BY ENTRY OE NON- 
ALIGNED AND CYPRUS INTO DRAFTING ARENA. EARLY IN DAY CYPRUS 
PROPOSED TOTALLY ONE-SIDED RES, AND BY NIGHTEALL NON-ALIGNED 
MEMBERS ON CYPRUS WORKING GROUP AND SC HAD GIVEN TO GUYANA 
AND IRAQ EXCEEDINGLY DIEFICULT TASK OF PRODUCING THIRD 
DRAFT RECONCILING CYPRIOT AND UK/FRENCH TEXTS. 

TURKISH COMMENTS ON UK/ERENCH DRAET INCLUDED OBIECTIONS TO: 
REFERENCE TO "GOVT OE REPUBLIC OP CYPRUS"; SC "REGRET" 

OP TURK CYPRIOT UNILATERAL DECISION; "PERSONALLY" IN REPERENCE 
TO SYG'S NEW MISSION, SINCE HIS PERSONAL PARTICIPATION 
IMPLIED NEW YORK VENUE; "FURTHER DETAILS RELATING TO SYG'S 
MISSION "; AND SC REMAINING SEIZED OP QUESTION, SINCE IT 
AMOUNTED TO PIRST STEP TOWARD INTERNATIONALIZATION. 

GREEK RESERVATIONS ON UK/FRENCH DRAFT WERE; IT SHOULD 
EXPLICITLY STATE GOC WAS ONLY LEGITIMATE GOVT OP CYPRUS; 

IT SHOULD CALL FOR IMPLEMENTATION OP GA RES 3212; "AS TENDING 
TO COMPROMISE (NEGOTIATIONS)" SHOULD BE CHANGED TO "ASSERTS 
THAT IT DOES NOT COMPROMISE (THE NEGOTIATIONS)"; SC SHOULD 
FORMALLY DESIGNATE THREE-MAN SC MISSION TO ASSIST SYG, 

AND EXPLICITLY DESIGNATE VENUE; TIME LIMIT SHOULD BE SET POR 
SYG TO REPORT TO SC. 

CYPRIOT DRAFT RES WOULD INTER ALIA; DEPLORE ARBITRARY 
UNILATERAL TURKISH CYPRIOT ACTION; CALL POR SPEEDY WITHDRAWAL 
OP ALL POREIGN MILITARY PRESENCE, AND RETURN OF ALL REFUGEES 
TO THEIR HOMES WITHIN THREE MONTHS; DECIDE TO ESTABLISH 
SC GROUP TO SEEK TO FACILITATE IN COLLABORATION WITH SYG 
IMPLEMENTATION OF GA RES 3212 (XXIX); INVITE SYG TO PRESIDE 
OVER NEGOTIATIONS WITH PARTICIPATION OP SC GROUP; REQUEST 
SYG TO KEEP SC INFORMED OP PROGRESS AND SUBMIT COMPREHENSIVE 
REPORT WITHIN THREE MONTHS; AND DECIDE TO MEET IN THREE

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SPECIAL SYG REP TO CCD - 

SYG'S SPECIAL ASSISTANT PROHASKA TOLD AMB SCHAUPELE SYG 
INTENDS TO APPOINT BJORNERSTEDT AS HIS INTERIM REP TO CCD, 

PENDING US/USSR AGREEMENT ON WHO SHOULD BE GIVEN PERMANENT 
APPOINTMENT. SCHAUPELE TOLD HIM HE UNDERSTOOD QUESTION ON ROAD 
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TO RESOLUTION AS RESULT US/USSR CONTACT IN GENEVA. HOWEVER, 
LATER OVINNIKOV (USSR) PROEESSED NO KNOWLEDGE OE ANY RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS AND REEERRED TO NECESSITY EOR EINNISH APPROACH. 
SCHAUEELE SAID HE UNDERSTOOD EINNS HAD MADE SUCH APPROACH, 

AND OVINNIKOV RETREATED, STATING THEY HAD NOT NOMINATED 
SPECIEIC INDIVIDUAL. BANERJEE EARLIER MADE PITCH ABOUT HIS 
OWN ASPIRATIONS AND TOLD SCHAUEELE HE WAS PREPARED TO RESIGN

IN ACCORDANCE WITH 29TH GA RES ON MIDDLE EAST NUCLEAR- WEAPONS- 

EREE ZONE, UN SECRETARIAT CONTACTED EGYPT, IRAN, SYRIA 

AND ISRAEL, AND IF THERE ARE NO OBJECTIONS EROM THOSE COUNTRIES, 

IT PLANS TO SEND NOTES VERBALE TO UN MISSIONS OE ALL ME 
STATES (FROM EGYPT ON WEST TO IRAN ON EAST) ASKING EOR EORMAL 
EXPRESSION OE VIEWS. (CONEIDENTIAL - OURTEL 591) 

POLISH AMBASSADOR'S EAREWELL CALL - 

POLISH AMB KULAGA, IN FAREWELL CALL, TOLD AMB SCALI IN 
CONEIDENCE HIS REPLACEMENT WOULD PROBABLY BE EITHER DEP EONMIN 
TREPCZYNSKI OR JAROSZEK, DIRECTOR OE 10 DEPT OP MPA, 

IN EITHER CASE A "MAN MOST QUALIFIED. ' PRINCIPAL TOPICS 
COVERED IN LOW KEY, FRIENDLY DISCUSSION WERE GENERAL 
REVIEW OP CURRENT US ATTITUDES TOWARD UN (KULAGA SAID "UN 
IS HERE TO STAY " AND IT IS IMPORTANT THAT COUNTRIES LIKE 
POLAND AND US SUPPORT IT), AND OUTLOOK EOR SEVENTH SPECIAL 
SESSION AND 30)5# &- (KULAGA AGREED ON NEED EOR MORE ACCOMMO- 
DATION THAN LAST YEAR AND SAID HE WOULD SEEK TO PROMOTE 
THIS THEME). (CONEIDENTIAL - OURTEL 583) 
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CONSULTATIVE COMITE EOR INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR CON- 
FERENCE - 

ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT AND SOUNDINGS WITH OTHER DELS, NO ONE 
APPEARS INCLINED TO CHALLENGE PRINCESS ASHRAP EOR CHAIRMANSHIP 
OP CONSULTATIVE COMITE EOR INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR CON- 
PERENCE. AUSTRALIANS ASKED US TO SUPPORT REID, SPECIAL ADVISER 
TO PRIMIN WHITLAM ON DOMESTIC ISSUES, AS VICE CHAIRMAN, 

BUT MISOPP SUGGESTED IT WOULD BE BETTER IP WEO CANDIDATE SOUGHT 
RAPPORTEURSHIP IN ORDER TO EXERT MORE INPLUENCE ON OUTCOME. 

UK SUPPORTED THIS VIEW AND ADVISED AUSTRALIANS TO ASK MS. 

REID IP SHE WOULD ACCEPT RAPPORTEUR JOB. BRAZILIANS INTERESTED 
IN ONE OP VICE CHAIRMANSHIPS, ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT 
OPFICIALS, WHO THINK IT SHOULD GO APPROPRIATELY TO MEXICO.

OUTER SPACE LEGAL SUBCOMITE - 

ARGENTINE REP INFORMED SUBCOMITE FEB. 26 THAT ARGENTINA WOULD 
SIGN REGISTRATION CONVENTION. STATEMENTS ON DIRECT BROADCAST 
SATELLITES WERE MADE BY REPS OF ARGENTINA, US, EUROPEAN 
BROADCASTING UNION (EBU), AND ESRO, WHO ALL SPOKE OF VARIOUS 
ASPECTS OF SPILL-OVER. CHAIRMAN WYZNER (POLAND) SAID SUBCOMITE 
WOULD HEAR ADDITIONAL SPEAKERS FEB. 27, AND HE NOTED SUBCOMITE 
WOULD HAVE TO DECIDE ON WORK PROGRAM FOR NEXT WEEK, PREPARE 
REPORT, AND CONSIDER QUESTION OF FUTURE VENUE OF SUBCOMITE 
SESSIONS. HE RECALLED THAT OUTER SPACE COMITE ASKED SUBCOMITE 
FOR ITS VIEWS ON PROPOSAL MADE LAST YEAR THAT ALL FUTURE LEGAL 
SUBCOMITE SESSIONS BE HELD IN GENEVA. 

ON SPILL-OVER PROBLEM, DOYLE (US) CONSIDERED THAT THROUGH 
IMPROVED METHODS OF TECHNICAL CONTROL IT COULD BE REDUCED 
TO MINIMUM. COCCA (ARGENTINA) SUGGESTED INTER ALIA NON- 
INTENTIONAL SPILL-OVER COULD BE DEALT WITH IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH NORMS OF INTERNATIONAL TELECOMMUNICATIONS. ESRO THOUGHT 
PROBLEM COULD NOT BE COMPLETELY SOLVED BUT MIGHT BE 
CONSIDERABLY REDUCED. EBU REP DID NOT ENVISAGE THAT SPILL- 
OVER FROM DBS WOULD BE ANY GREATER THAN SPILL-OVER FROM 
EXISTING TERRESTRIAL BROADCASTS. THOUGH MOST SPEAKERS HAD 
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BEEN REFERRING TO BROADCASTING BY STATES, EBU REP COMMENTED 
THAT EBU BASED ITS WORK ON ASSUMPTION DBS WOULD BE RESPON- 
SIBILITY OF EXISTING BROADCASTING ORGANIZATIONS. 
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COMMISSION BEGAN DISCUSSION IN A.M. PEB. 26 OP RECOMMENDATIONS 
IT WILL MAKE TO ECOSOC FOR IMPLEMENTING DECISIONS OP WORLD 
POPULATION CONPERENCE. CLAXTON (US) INTRODUCED NINE-POWER 
DRAPT RES (L.117) ON ROLE OP WOMEN; UKRAINE, USSR AND RWANDA 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS; AND CHAIRMAN CONCEPCION (PHILIPPINES) 
SUGGESTED THAT SPONSORS OP RES AND AMENDMENTS CONSULT ON 
POSSIBLE REVISIONS. 

UKRAINIAN AMENDMENT WAS TO ADD TO PREAMB PARA ON REGULATION 
OP PERTILITY, STATEMENT THAT "INFLUENCE OP SOCIO-ECONOMIC 
PACTORS ON DEMOGRAPHIC PROCESS AND ROLE OP WOMEN IN THIS 
CONNECTION WILL BE UNDERSTOOD." RWANDA SUGGESTED "PARTNERS" 
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MIGHT BE USED INSTEAD OE "WOMEN" TO FREELY DECIDE ON NUMBER 
AND SPACING OF THEIR CHILDREN. AMONG AMENDMENTS PROPOSED 
BY SOVIET REP WERE: THAT PREAMB MENTION NOT ONLY PLAN OF 
ACTION BUT ALSO TWO RESES ON STATUS OE WOMEN ADOPTED AT 
BUCHAREST CONEERENCE (OPPOSED BY GHANA AND SUPPORTED BY 
DENMARK); THAT WORDS "AND THE EAMILY" BE DELETED FROM PHRASE 
REFERRING TO INTERRELATIONSHIPS OF POPULATION, DEVELOPMENT, 
RESOURCES, ENVIRONMENT AND THE FAMILY. AGREEING WITH RWANDA, 
HE PROPOSED THAT PARA SIMPLY STATE "THAT IMPROVEMENT IN STATUS 
OF WOMEN INFLUENCES SIZE AND STRUCTURE OF THE FAMILY." 

HE ALSO PROPOSED "STATES" BE USED IN PLACE OF "MEMBER 
STATES" IN PARA URGING ACTION TO IMPLEMENT BUCHAREST 
RECOMMENDATIONS, AND THAT "COUPLES" BE SUBSTITUTED FOR 
"WOMEN" IN PHRASE STATING WOMEN SHOULD HAVE INFO, 

EDUCATION AND MEANS TO ENABLE THEM TO DECIDE ON NUMBER 
AND SPACING OF THEIR CHILDREN (SUPPORTED BY INDONESIA, 

BUT OPPOSED BY DENMARK AND PHILIPPINES).

COMITE FEB. 26 APPOINTED STURKEY (AUSTRALIA) AS SPECIAL 
RAPPORTEUR TO PREPARE DRAFT INTERIM REPORT TO BE FORWARDED 
TO GROUP OF EXPERTS ON STRUCTURE OF UN SYSTEM. US AND PAKISTAN 
PROPOSED APPOINTMENT OF RAPPORTEUR, AFTER CHAIRMAN SMID 
(CZECHOSLOVAKIA) REPORTED THAT NO PROPOSALS HAD BEEN SUBMITTED 
ON SUBSTANCE OF SUBJECT BEFORE COMITE - "REVIEW OF AGREEMENTS 
BETWEEN UN AND SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND IAEA."

KHMER PROBLEM - 

IN RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS AT NOON BRIEFING, SYG'S PRESS 
SPOKESMAN (LEWIN) REVIEWED SYG'S MANDATE UNDER GA RES 
ON CAMBODIA WHICH CALLED ON SYG TO TALK TO BOTH SIDES, 

AND SAID FOLLOW-UP TO GA RES WAS BEING CONSIDERED BY WALDHEIM'S 
STAFF BUT HE DID NOT KNOW WHAT SYG INTENDED TO DO AT THIS 
TIME. SYG, HE ADDED, IS CONCERNED ABOUT RESULTS OF MOST 
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RECENT MILITARY ACTIVITY AROUND PHNOM PENH (OURTEL 590) 
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
